A standard currency is the fundamental 
principle of public finance, and various 
countries havé adepted a gold coin as their 
unit of value, with subsidiary currency 
of silver and copper. tokens. Undor well” 
framed regulations auch currencies lave 
bacn found convonieut “ond profityble. 
Bu Bub itvrequires years of preparation to be 
ready” for such a measure, which can by 
no means be attained at one step. Tho 
finances of China are in confusion and the 
standardising of tho currency is an urgent 
necessity. ' If actual gold coins were to be 
taken as tho standard unit, it would bedifii- 
cult to raise the necessary amount ; while if 
gold wero merely taken nominally as the 
standard unit, grave dangors would be 
incurred, It is evident therefore that we. 
should ‘first standardige, and uniform the

marts, This is as much a fundamental 
principle for our guidance in making 
enactment to-day, as it will be an‘essphtial 
factor for the future success of the measure 
itself: and as we have dealt with thig 
point in ‘previous Memorials ther is no 
need to elbborate it further. We fow pro- 
pose merely to- present a fow of tho 
principal arguments on both sidds in the 
problem of adopting a dollar of a tael 
currency. . 
From the point of view of public con. 
venience it lus been said that as a large 
supply of dollar already oxists, it would 
bo. simpler to extend their use than to 
fadopt a tacl :citrency. But it must be

But thero his never bees any greater 
difliculty in obtaining full, complete, ‘a 
reliable information rgarding hi deeds 
ab sea than here has been in similar cases 
ashore. In fact, in most cases at soa, the 
presence of plenty of eye-witnesses is all 
the more probable, , 

Tn proof of what ve urce I may say that 
the Royal Humane Society, ‘of ‘which 
H.R.E the Prineo of Wales is President— 
whose medals and decorations are deemed 
of a very high order—usually find no 
difficulty in securing the fullest information 
rospecting acts of personal bravery on 
British ships, and the Society does not 


‘confine its scope to our own local shores, 


Tf the ndministrators of the Carnegie 
Hero’ Fund were, not satisfied that they had 
cumplete and correct information of an act 
of bravery at sen, then it would, not 
reasonably be expectéd that they should 
devote any part of the Fund towards it. 

Tho resources of the Fund are quito 
ampla enough to admit of seafarers being 
included, : : 

- IE only in tho interests of humanity, wo 
would submit that they marit the greatest 
encouragemont in saving life at sea. . They 
themselves frequently. risk personal hard- 
ships and danger, and thus are able to 
approciate in what serioua jeopardy they 
tnust: place themselves when attempting to 
rescue others. : 

I may montion that, not long ago, two 
different cases arose whore members of the 
Guild lost their lives. on the high seas in 
attempting to save others, and their widows 
were left in very stanitened circumstances. 

Accurding to your present proposals 
such, enses could not bo considered in eon- 
uection with the administration of the 
splendid ‘fund which you have initiated, 
and ,we submit that it would be sorely felt, 
by widows and orphans leftbohind. : 

Wo greatly regret to-trouble you any 
further in connection with thia matter, but

j _ Apna, November Lat.. 

His Majesty the King-Emperor's Mess- 
age on the jubileo ‘sf. Queon Viotoria’s 
Proclamation is follows !—~ : 

1. Je is now fifty years since Queen 
Victoria, my beloved mother and my august 
predecessur. on the Throne of these realms, 
for divers weighty reasons with the advice 
and. consent of Parliament, took upon 
herself the government of the territories 
theretofore administered by. the Hon, 
Enst India Company. We deem this a 
fitting anniversary on which te greet the 
Princes and Peoples of’ India’ in com- 
memoration of tha oxalted taek thon so- 
Jemuly undertaken. Half s century is but 
a brief span in your lopg aunals, yet this 
half eontury that onds to-day will stand 
amid the floods of your historic ages a far- 
shining landmark, The proclamation of 
tho direct supremacy of. the Crown sealod 
the unity of Indian Government and opened 
4 new era, The journey was ardudus and 
tho advance may have sometimes seamed 
slow, but the incorporation of many strange. 
ly diversified communities and of some 
three hundred millions. of the human tace 
under British guidance and control has 
preeneded steadfastly and without pause. 
We survey our Inbours of the past century 
with clear gaze and good conscience. 

2, Difficulties such as attend all human, 
tule in every age and placa have risen up 
from day to day, They have beon faced 
by the servants of the British Crown with 
toil and, courage and patience, with.deep 
council and a resolution that has never 
faltered norshaken, Iferrors have occurred 
the agents of my Governmont have spared 
no pains aud no self-sacrifice to correct 


ud. No secret of the 
the scourge of drought and plaguo, ' but 
experienced administrators have done all 
that skill and devotion are capnblo of do- 
ing to mitigate those dire calamites of 
nature. For a longer period than was ever 
known in your lind before you have 
escaped ‘the diro calatnities of war within 
your borders. Internal peace bas bsen 
unbroken, : 


4. In the erent Charter of 1868 Queen 


Victoria gave you noble assirance of her 


earnest desire to stimulate the peaceful 
industry of India, to promote works of 
public ‘utility and improvement, and to 
administer the Government for tho benefit 
of all residonts theroin. The schemes 
that ‘have been diligently: framed and 
executed for promoting your material con! 
venience and advance—schemes unsurpass- 
ed in their magnitude ard their boldnvss— 
bear witness before the world to the zeal 
with which that bonignant promise has 
been fulfilled. 

&. The rights and 
Feudatory Princes and Ruling Chiefs have 
been respected, preserved and guarded and 
tho loyalty of ‘their allegiance has been 
unswerving. No mom among my subjects 
has been favoured, selested or disqueted 
by veason of his religious | clief or worship, 
All men hare enjoyed protection of tha 
law. ‘Lhe law itself has heen adininistered 
without disrespect ty creed or caste, or 
usages and ideas 1 in your civilisation. 
Ht has been simplitied: in form and ita 
machinery adjusted to tho requirements of 
ancient communities slowly entering a now 
world. . 

8, Tho charge confided to my Goyern- 
ment concerns the destinies of countless 
multitudes of men now and for ages to 
come, and it is a paramount duty to repress 
with a ‘stern arm guilty conspiracies that 
have no jusb cause and no serious aim. 
These conspiracies 1 know to be abhorrent 
to the loyal and faithful character of the 
vast hosts of my Indian subjects, and I will 
bot. suffer them to turn me avide from my 
task. of building up the fabric of security 
and ordor.

A Pang-ts0 
who turned the decades into centuries ; oF 
those whose height reached the clouds 
(“there were giants in the earth in those 
days"); or thoso whose bulk. could only 
bo compsred with antediluvian monsters, 
Even in recent: timoa whén. travellers 
first. visited Patagonia their account~of 
the natives proved “altogether beyond 
the truth. Fortunately the camera now 
settles “‘mue!: that formerly depended on 
the pencil and imagination of man.” And 
in the future much thatis now mere guess. 
work will be settled definitely .by the 
accurate measuromonts and statistics which 
aro being accumulated. one 
“In Western countries now we do not have 
to guess the average duration of human 
life. ‘ . 
But it would be a piror thing if mensuro- 
ments and scientific accuracy only knocked 
the bottom out of the old-world mythology 
and tho tales of our grandfathor. ‘It has 
far other use. In times of asceticism there 
are those who preach ‘a contempt br neglect 
of the bedy. “There is no uae in bother- 
ing about the body,” they say: ‘‘can s man. 


nly by ever so much anxicty add a day to 


his life, or o eubit to his stature.” 


Tho implications in this belief must be 


combuted. Poople in“iiddern times don’t) 
really belisve it. In one of his most 
cynical moments Heine said that the role. 

de mortius nihil nisi bonum, was obeyed by 
saying nothing excopt what was.bad about 
the living. And modern faith accepts tho 
doctrino of not caring for the body by 
belioving that you can take yesrs off your 
life and inches off your stature by not 
taking heed in time. 

Up to.the age- of. sixteon the Chinese 
boy’ compares vory favourab'y with the 
English: boy. At fifteen he is about 
pound lighter but taller by a couple 
of inehes; after that he falls behind 
somewhat iti height and considerably in 
weight, What ia the cause of this sudden 
“dead slow”? Probably climatic con- 
ditions have a good deal to do with it. ‘The 
heat drives him on full speed ahead in (to | 
change the metaphor) a kind of musbroom | 
growth ; and, before the ago of seventeon : 
most of the vitality is used up. j 

But still more, the Chinosa mudo of « 
life (is this climatic too?) is distinctly : 
deleterious. Just at the age whon si: 
English. boy spends all his time in the ; 
ficld or the playground, a Chincso boy | 
cannot. be got to budge, takes no form of | 
exercise. {'e has~apparently few outdoor | 
interesta, aud cannot be got to go up a 
mountain: unless there is a gravo on it— 
and then only once once a year. 

Judging by inyself I would say that from 
‘14 to 16 wero the most active years. During 
that tire most boys spend the greater part 
of their time out of doors and during the] 
spring and summer months birdanésting or 
have some other outdoor amusement. 

I regret that T can find no atatisties of 
measurements of English boys’ except for 
height and weight. . My suspicion is that 
the Chinese boya arc most deficien§ in 
chest measurement. The differonce be- 
tween tho normal and expandéd state of 
the chest was always snall and some of the 


attempts to fill the lungs wero Jamentable. | 


This must have a very marked effect on the 
breathing system, and, indedd, on the blood 
and geheral bodily health, 

This improssed itself on me so much 
that I turned tothe last, Government 
Report on the Health: of the Colony. 
Under respiratory diseases the total deaths 
among the Chinese were 1577. “The 
death rate among the Chineso from ro- 
apiratory diseases was 51 per thousand.” 
Surely the Chinese ought of themselves, to 
endeavour to improve this state of things. 

One other surmise and I -have done. 
When actually measuring, I was struck 
with the length of tho Chinese. arm in 
comparison to'the height, ‘This may.have 
been pure imagination. —A. H. Crook, in 
the Yellow Dragon. 


An amasing anecdoto is'told regarding 
Major-General Alderson, who has published 
for circulation in his owu division, “Les: 
sous from a Hundred Notes made in Peace 
and War.” The author was commanding a 
mounted brigade in South Africa, when 
one morning in the hurry’of sadling up 
and gotting off he was called upon-to settle 
asomewhat delicate matter. A private of 


one of the corps of his brigade, in a fit of |:
